The first report which came from New 
York, was received at 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon and was circulated in the de­ 
partm ents ju st before they closed for 
the day. 
The announcem ent seemed to 
follow naturally the other cablegram s 
of the day stating th at the venerable 
state man’s condition had grown worse 
and there was an universal expression 
of regret and in m any cases of personal 
distress over the news. 
Cabinet minis­ 
ters, senators and members of the house 
expressed deep sorrow, H anking not 
only in term s of adm iration and respect 
for the ex-senator’s public career, but 
dwelling with loving kindness upon his 
personal character. 
The contradiction of tho first report 
did not arrive until 8:80 o’clock. It came 
to the Associated Press in the shape of a 
positive statem ent from Santiago, made 
in the knowledge of the fact th at the 
senator’s death had been circulated. This 
dispatch was im mediately given as wide 
circulation in the city as it was possible 
for it to receive a t th at hour.
